_ Chief of medical ass’n urges: 
Separate public and 
private practices

HAIFA. — The chairman of the 
Medical i Dr. Ram ΥἹ- 


shai, has called for “absolute sepa- 
ration” between the private and 
Public practices of physicians in 
public service — perticularly in 
public hogpitels. At the same time 
he urged the full legitimization of 
Private practice,.so that it can be 
pursued openly, to prevent abuses. 

Speaking at a festive session of 
the second annual conference of the 
Internal “Medicine Society at the 
Municipal Auditorium here Monday 
night, Dr. Yishai said every phy=i- 
cian was “fully entitled to pursue 
private practice outside his official 
working hours.” He noted that the 
demand came not only from the phy- 
Sicians but from the pubiic, “who 
want additional attention and treat. 
oe and are willing to pay for 

However, much publicity has been 
given recently to aljeged abuses of 
Private practice, especially by se 
nior physicians and department 
heads in the‘ public hospitals. They 
have heen accused of giving 
preference to private patients 
-waiting their turn for hospitaliza- 
tion, or carrying out operations pri- 
vately, against payment, in the hos- 
Pitals where they work. “Press ré- 
ports and rumours suggest that rhe 


phenomenon is widespread,” Dr. ‘Yi- 
shai said. “However, the checks we 
have made tend to show that the ca- 
ses are in fact quite rare. The hos. 
Pitalization of patients is carried 
out according to fixed procedures 
over which department heads have 
no control. Most patients come to 
hospital through the emergency ward 
or through the out-patient clinics,” 
he said. 

Nevertheless, he called on physi- 
clans and patients who encounter 
preferential treatment being ac- 
corded to private patients of doc- 
tors in the public service to report 
them to the association or the 
Health Ministry. “We promise to 
afford them full protection and to 
make sure that they are not vic- 
timized as a result of their reports,” 
he gait 

Dr. Yishai proposed that an im- 
media}, practical measure to deal 
with situation. would be to pro- 
vide “private wards” in the public 
hospitals for patients who insist on 
private treatment ard to exploit the 
available beds in privately owned 
hospitals to enable public-service 
doctors to treat their private pa- 
tients. This would go a long way 
towards preventing feelings of dis- 
crimination, he said — though he 
added that he believed the real cause 
was the six-bo-twelve-month wait 
which is now standard for simple 
operations.

The Syrians 
now have a regular army four 
times as big as the Israeli forces, 
equipped with the most modern 
tanks, planes and missiles. In 
the past few days, following 
President Assad's visit to 
Moscow, the Syrians have ac-

BY DEGREES her disillusion- 
ment with her parents turned 
into sympathy for the SLA. Cin- 
que was the first to perceive the 
change. He rewarded her by 
allowing her to roam about the 
San Francisco apartment that 
served as the SLA headquarters. 
For a month she had been kept in 
a small ‘isolation chamber" ap- 
proximating a San Quentin 
“‘hole."’ She'd become weak and 
could barely stand up. To be able 
to walk freely from one room to 
another seemed the world's 
greatest pleasure. 

Cinque tempered his frequent 
beratings of her. Patty was urg- 
ed to attend the SLA's daily 
political study sessions. 

. She was shown a long list of 
euHearst,.family. holdings — 
18 newspapers, 13 magazines, 

four 
silver mine, a paper mill and 
prime real estate. Her parents 
clearly were part of the ruling 
elite. That's. why they had 
quibbled over the ransom 
money. That's why they had 
handed out turkey giblets in- 
stead of steaks during the food 
giveaway that the SLA had 
demanded. Money meant 
everything to the economic class 
of her parents. And the only 
power that could fight that 
money was the power that came 
out of the barrel of a gun. 

It was a political philosophy 
that had bored her when Weed 
and his doctoral student friends 
had discussed it in their 
Berkeley apartment. But Cin- 
que’s rough eloquence was more 
persuasive than the abstract 
talk of graduate students. The 
SLA's motives made sense. They 
wanted to redistribute the 
Hearst wealth to more needy 
people. It was her parents — and 
the economic class they 
represented — who were to 
blame for her misery and the 
misery of countless others. 

The SLA members en- 
couraged her radicalization. 
They hugged her, called her 
sister and ended her lonéliness. 
Patty's conversion was as much 
emotional as political. 

Seven weeks after she was 
kidnapped, Patty asked to join 
the SLA. 


DESPITE their new respect for 
her, most of the SLA soldiers 
were opposed. Patty would 
deprive them of mobility 
because her face was so easily 
recognized. She could not be 
counted on in emergencies. She 
did not have the guerrilla train- 
ing the others had. 

But Cinque wanted her to 
become a comrade in arms. 
Cinque was the undisputed 
leader of the SLA. His ex- 
periences were of broken 
families, hungry children, 
prison bars. He was an escaped 
convict, a black among eight 
whites, a man of violence and 
wild boasts. None of the others 
even had police records. They 
looked to him as a guru. Patty's 
conversion was proof of his 
power and strength. 

Cinque — and Patty — 
prevailed.

Advice from the Grand Old Man of retail jewellery— 
Keep an eye on your inventory 


and date your diamonds regularly

WALK TO WORK; and keep 8 con- 
stant analytical eye on your inven- 
tory. That is part of the seemingly 
successful philosophy of Morris B. 
Zale. The "Grand Old Man" of 
Dallas, Texas, who runs the world's 
largest retail jewellery operation, 
consisting of over 1,600 retail outlets 
in America and representing one of 
the world's largest diamond buyers 
and processors. Mr. Zale, 74, was 
guest of honour and head of the 
group of American jewellery ex- 
ecutives now touring Israel, and his 
presence palpably contributed to the 
number participating — 85, from 42 
different American cities. 
Diamonds were the starting-point 
of the Zale corporation, but it has 
led to include drugs, toys, 
fatidone’ shoes, home-furnishings 
and goods as well — and 
even military insignia. It all began in 
1924, with a single jewellery store in 
Texas, opened by Morris Zale and 
his brother William, both born in 
Rugala. Today they are Chairman 
and Vice-Chairman, respectively, of 
the Executive Committee of a con- 
glomerate employing 18,000 and do- 
ing over $600m. yearly in net sales. 
One of the corporation's most im- 
pressive achievements lies in its 
record for 1973: that year, less than 
prosperous for the American 
economy in general, was one of 
record-breaking good business for 
Zale. In a recent interview in 
Zale‘s suite at the King David Hotel, 
I asked him if this were indeed so. 
“But of course," said Mr. Zale 
mildly, 85 though the reasons were 
perfectly obvious. For one thing, he 
has already survived worse times: 
“Don't forget, I went through the 
(Of the ‘thirties, 
for those who do not recall it.) Even 
then, people always came in to buy 
something." In such a situation, sen- 
sible management will naturally 
move cautiously: "You pull back, 
subconsciously." But at the same 
time, the firm's direction is toward 
growth. 


In retailing, this growth centres on 
the practical — and not terribly com- 
plicated according to Mr, Zale — 
analysis of unsold stock. ‘There are 
no tricks. You are pushed by high 
overhead costs, which you cannot 
control. So you must regularly figure 
out what merchandise is left unsold, 
and calculate the markdown 
necessary in order to sell the 
remainder profitably."’ The difficul- 
ty (though apparently not at Zale) is 
to keep a strict account on how long 
each {tem has been hanging around, 
and prevent it from eating up too 
much of the running selling costs 
without turning over. At Zale, even 
diamonds are regularly ‘‘dated."’ 


SUCCESS, Mr. Zale seems to 
‘believe, ia much harder to measure 


than mere.inventory. When asked:- 
. -Rowmbhe-felt when bis firm first reach- 


ed a million dollar. yearly turnover, 
he said, "1 really don't remember." 

“Oh, but I remember the day we 
first took in a thousand dollars,” 
Mrs. Zale interjected. ‘‘We were 
married in 1926, two years after the

TEL AVIV. — The Ports Authority 
plans to invest IL2,200m. (in 
September 1975 prices) within the 
next five years in large development 
projects, which include building new 
quays, increasing and enlarging 
breakwaters, and building in- 
stallations.

WASHINGTON (UPI). — New 
questions have been raised about the 
safety of the use of routine, periodic 
X-rays to search for breast cancer 
in young women who have no 
symptoms. 

Dr. John C, Bailar, former acting 
director of the Nationa] Cancer 
Institute's cancer control 
programme, said last week there 
seems to be a possibility that the 
radiation dose from X-rays ex- 
aminations may eventually take 
almost as many lives as the X-rays 
might save by earlier cancer detec- 
tion. 

The NCI and the American Cancer 
Society. which jointly sponsor a 
nationwide breast cancer screening 
programme, strongly disputed 
Bailar's views. The NCI said: ‘It is 
felt that the benefits derived by use 
of ionizing radiation for breast 
eancer detection far outweigh the 
risk involved. 


The screening programme is 
checking 270,000 women over 35 
years old across the U.S. annually 
for signa of breast cancer, the No. i 
cause of cancer deaths in women. 
The detection centres use X-rays— 
either mammography or 
xeroradiography — along with 
physical examinations and heat sen- 
sing Instruments. In a prelfminary 
report last March the Cancer Society 
said the screening is detecting more 
than twice the number of cancers an- 
ticipated and it is catching them 
earlier ‘when the chances of long 
term survival are much better. 

“T have no doubt whatever about 
the value of breast cancer 
screening," Bailar said. ‘The 
evidence is very clear that screening 
programmes can save lives. The 
question 1 am raising is 
whether _ mammography and 
xeroradiography ought to be includ- 
ed in the screening programme."

Preoccupation with death 


THE SPECIAL CONCERT by the 
Chamber Ensemble, dedicated to 
the music of Dimitri Shostakovich, 
was transformed by the composer's 
recent death into a memorial con- 
cert. (Tel Aviv, Beit Hahayal, Oct. 
22), As a result, the performance of 
his last symphony, No. 14, in which 
Shostakovich is pre-occupied with 
the theme of death, assumed especial 
meaning. But by including, in addi- 
tion to the symphony, Shostakovich's 
early Concerto for Piano, Trumpet 
and Orchestra, the programme un- 
fortunately presented two weak 
works. The concerto, composed in 
1933, has lost much of its appeal and 
now sounds rather hollow and in- 
significant. The symphony, which 
includes 11 songs by Lorca, 
Apollinaire, Rilke and the Russian 
poet Kuchelbecker, shows a sad 
decline of the composer's creative 
powers and even his melodic inven- 
tiveness seems to peter out into

A beautiful dialogue 


AT ITS SECOND subscription con- 
cert the Israel Philharmonic 
Orchestra presented a new conduc- 
tor and a soloist hitherto only known 
by reputation (Jerusalem, October 
26). Jacques Delacote, a pupil of the 
late Hans Swarowsky, shows the in- 
fluence of the Vienna tradition in 
conducting the orchestra in a flexi- 
ble and elegant manner, reaching 
for smooth moving tempi anda sing- 
ing performance. The Three 
Orchestral Pieces, opus 6, by Alban 
Berg, is even today, 60 years after its 
composition, quite difficult for un- 
trained ears to absorb. The conduc- 
tor may have helped to achieve un- 
derstanding and acceptance by lay- 
ing stress on the melodic, lyrical 
aspects in which the score abounds. 
Christoph Eschenbach played the 
solo part in Mozart's Concerto in C

NEARLY SIX HUNDRED spokesmen for ex-North African 
Jews now living in various parts of the world are this week 
conferring in Istael, their agenda topped by ways of bridging 
this country's socio-economic gaps. There is hardly a citizen 
who is not aware that the absorption of the largest single 
immigrant group in Israel — the 500,000 Jews who came from 
North Africa — has been more difficult than that of almost 
any other group, and the pains of their acclimatization are 
in some areas still acute. 3 ᾿ 

The very convening, for a second time, of an International 
Congress of North African Jews is a most welcome develop- 
ment, especially as it provides the opportunity to recruit many 
of the prosperous members of that community living abroad for 
the task of tackling some of Israel’s social woes. Unlike most 
Jewish communities of Islamic countries, it was not the over- 
whelming majority of Maghreb Jewry that settled here. Half 
a million of them were attracted by more lucrative opportuni- 
ties elsewhere, especially in France. These happened to be, in 
general, the better educated and skilled members, with more 
chance of success in broader fields. Not all have made it 
abroad, and some are facing problems not dissimilar to those 
of North African immigrants here. Others have climbed the 
ladder of success and these have as a rule been quicker in 
pointing out the shortcomings of Israel society than in helping 
solve them. 

It seems incongruous that the organisers, who purport to 
champion the cause of the have-nots, should have chosen to 
open the Congress in the plush Tel Aviv Hilton, and hold most 
of their sessions at the exclusive Country Club. It is further- 
more questionable whether the Moroccan immigrant in a city 
slum, an outlying development town or remote, culturally 
barren village really regards the delegates as his representa- 
tives and identifies with them. It cannot be denied that some 
of the Israel delegates are well-entrenched establishment func- 
tionaries. It is equally questionable whether Shalom Cohen's 
heckling Panthers have any better claim to represent them 
(one faction of the Black Panthers, it should be noted, did 
not take part in the efforts to disrupt the Congress pro- 
ceedings). 

But whether establishment or Panthers, this is the time for 
leaders of Israel's North African settlers to muster up courage, 
abandon facile, popular slogans, and rise above apportioning 
blame and brandishing grudges for the absorption failures of 
two decades ago. The new message to come out of this 
Congress should be an increasing stress on self-help, rather 
than on demands for more assistance which can lead only to 
greater dependence. 

Further, the Congress should not fear to point out that 
charges of discrimination can be:unjust and even preposterous, 
as Yehoshua Peretz has shown in Ashdod. It would be a true 
sign of leadership on the part of the delegates to say this 
publicly, instead of choosing the easier, but ultimately more 
dangerous course of taking Peretz’s side and attacking his 
critics. 

To mix metaphors, Jet them take the chip off their shoulder 
and put this shoulder to the wheel. For the economic and social 
advancement of all of us can best be achieved by all Israel's 
communities daing their bit without mutual recrimination and 
jealousies. At the same time, where discrimination against any 
group of citizens is m fact practised, it must be wiped out, 
and if any group suffers deprivation, this must be ended.

In the past, a number of 
Americans like myself, who do 
not live on the East Coast of the 
United States, have foregone the 
convenience of the direct con- 
nection with Israel available on 
other airlines in order to fly by 
El Al. We have done this because 
ἘΠ Al is Israel's national carrier 
and we wanted Israel to earn the 
revenue. 

But it has become evident in 
recent months that many of even 
Israel's best friends and sup- 
porters have stopped flying El Al 
and unfortunately their number 
is growing rapidly. Once’'a 
passenger defects from his usual 
airline, he seldom comes back to 
it. 

Time is of the essence for all 
who travel by air, particularly 


for those who go to Israel on” 


business or urgent missions. I 
know that many of us cannot af- 
ford the lengthy delays in the 
departure times of ΕἸ Al flights. 
- I‘know, too, that these delays are 
mostly the result of labour 
troubles — whether a strike by 
pilots or maintenance workers, or 
a deliberate slow-down on the 
part of one vested interest group 
or another, or some other labour 
problem. 


THE CONSTANT uncertainty 
about almost every El Al flight 
has led people to shy away from 
using it and some of them for 
that matter, from going to Israeli 
at all. But the inconveniences 
are nothing in comparison with 


the damage that the situation is 
inflicting on.the country. 

Many potential investors know 
that Israel is not the easiest 
country in which to make an in- 
vestment. The added experience 
of a prolonged delay in their 
flight or the sudden stoppage of 
El Al flights altogether gives 
them a negative picture of the 
labour situation in Israel before 
they even arrive. They may be 
seared off before getting down to 
serious negotiatons. 

What is the point of complain- 
ing about the Arab boycott, when 
the disruption of ἘΠῚ Al services 
can do more damage to Israel's 
economy than the boycott ever 
did? 


FOR MANY PEOPLE, El Al is 


- their first contact with Israel 


and for too many it is becoming 
a nightmare. I can only pity the 
barrassed staff who have to deal 
with the irate passengers. They 
must have long run out of ex- 
cuses and cannot provide any 
rational explanation for what is 
happening. 

Tt is painful to see the chaos 
created by the unconscionable 
selfishness which is 
systematically destroying one of 
Israel's finest economic assets. 
Unless ἘΠ Al's workers wake up 
to the seriousness of their dis- 
ruptive action, unless there is an 
immediate return to sanity, un- 
less normal operations are 
resumed immediately, it may 
mean the end of the airline.

Sir, — The smug reply of.the 
Spokesman of the Ministry of Com- 
munications (September 30) to the 
complaint of your correspondent, 
Mr, E. Goldstein, about the Minis- 
try's recent decision to disconnect 
telephones of subscribers who do not 
pay their bills within 21 days reflects 
ἃ measure of high-handedneas and 
insensitivity which should not go un- 
challenged. 

While nobody cari fault the 
Ministry for Wanting to clear up and 
prevent defaulted payments it 
should bear in mind the following 
points: 

(1) The cost of giving a telephone 
warning to subscribers before dis- 
connection is probably more than 
covered by the generous IL60 charg- 
ed by the Ministry for each re- 
connection following punitive dis- 
connection. 

(2) The measure hits worst peo- 
ple ret from reserve duty, 
hospitalization or out-of-town 
assignments, and who live alone and 
have nobody to handle their mail. 

(8) Bankers’ order is no solution 
for people having no bank accounts 
or sharing a telephone. Also, such a 
carte blanche to his bank can land 
the owner in debt for months 
whenever he gets an excessive bill 
due to computer error. 

If the Ministry's aim is to deprive 
defaulters of the continued use of 
their equipment, they could easily 
specify their tolerance in terms of 
charges rather than time. Thus sub- 
scribers could be allowed, say, IL50.- 
additional use before disconnection, 
which gives some 10 weeks when no 
calls are made, but much less

There was a time when the 
Ministry used to phone in warnings 
before disconnecting the line, as 
mentioned by Mr. Sekey.

It kept many 
employees busy for days and often 
resulted in disputes because the sub- 
scriber was out or the warning was 
given to children or a maid and not 
Bassed on. 


The Ministry of Communications 
cannot collect payment on the basis 
of exceptional cases. I doubt if even 
one per cent of telephone sub- 
seribers have no bank account. In 
the rare cases where the computer 
overcharges, the subscriber will get 
a refund without delay.

I TRIED TO SHOW last week that in 
many ways Pidgin English 15 
preferable to the Watergate variety. 
Borrowing from the structure of 
Melanesian languages, Pidgin even 
has separate pronouns for ‘‘we" 
when expressing the intention to in- 
elude or exclude the hearer. Mifeia 
thus means "we, but not you,”” while 
yumi means “‘we, including you."’ 
Its_ pi qualities derive 
mainly from a limited vocabulary of 
1,500 words or so, giving each word a 
greater range of meanings than its 
equivalent in the Queen's English. 
For example, scru (screw) means 
also ἃ joint, as in seruz blongarm, the 
Pidgin for elbow." This sometimes 
results in usage which sounds very 
strange to the Eurdpean ear. Ars has 
come to mean the ‘foundation,” 
“reason or “‘cause’’ as well as “‘bot- 
tom,’’ so that missionaries in- 
evitably found themselves teaching 
that God i-ars biong οἱσεάατ samiing 
in order to convey the idea that "God 
is the source of 81} things.”” 


THE MORE I READ, the more Iam

If you prefer a shot- 
gun effect, you can do a lot of 
widespread damage by turning near- 
ly every noun into an adverb; simply 
add the suffix ‘‘wise," resulting in 
such Madison Avenue monstrosities 
as “probability-wise.”

“‘depreciate,”' ‘‘resource'' for 
“recourse,” "disinterested" instead of 
“uninterested’’ and “contemptuous” 
instead of ‘contemptible.’
